were there to wait on them, business 
could proceed without serious friction. 
Many men now working as store clerks 
are needed in manufacturing indus- 
dustries.

they may have to wait around half 
the day waiting for trade.

Improving the Waist-Line. 


A waist-line Is a very expensive affair. 


Give it an inch and it will take three, 
if allowed to. Leave it unconfined and 
unwatched and there is no telling where 
it will stop, especially if the woman is 
past first youth. 
Fatty tissues settle 


very rapidly around the waist that is 
not reinforced with firm muscles and. 
since the waist muscles are rarely used 
after youthful and athletic days are 
over, fat has every opportunity to grow 
where it is the least limited 
There are women who conscientiously 


stand for 20 minutes after dinner, hav- 
ing heard that this will prevent the 
waist-line from growing larger. 
But 


mere standing will do no good unless 
one stands 
correctly. 
The 
whole 
action of right standing and sitting is 
in the keeping of the waist muscles 
taut and not relaxed. This means hold- 
ing the upper part of the figure up. 
away from the bones of the pelvis and 
not allowinsr it to settle down comfort- 
ably with relaxed spine. 
Always feel that your figure, from 


the waist-line up. is absoluMv unsun- 
ported by the corset. Always hold it 
erect by the aid of the spine and waist 
muscles, and you will find your waist 
' growing more slender and longer in line. 
It is the short-waisted woman who 
settles down into her corset when 
standing- or sitting. 


The kneeling exercise is excellent for 


improving the waist-line, which will 
certainly'grow thinner'and more flex- 
ible if the exorcise .*? persisted in 10 or 
more times a day. Kneel on the rug 
and slowly bend downward from the 
waist until the forearms and hands 
rest on the floor. Then slowly regain 
an upright position, letting all the 
strain come on the waist muscles. TJiis 
exercise should bo done slow'.y for it« 
l»est effect. Do not spring up allowing 
the muscles of the back to help, but 
make the waist muscles slowly pull the 
body upward.

Frpm Douai to Verdun, the tide of 


German invasion is ebbing. A genenV 
retreat of the teutonic forces over thi.s 
far-flung line ap|>ear,s to have been 
begun sometime yesterday. 


Jiast of Cambrai, the enemy has 


abandoned Le Cateau, which has been 
occupied by the Briti.sn and Americans. 
Further south the French have pushed 
further 
eastward 
in their 
advance 
from St. Quentln. 
Just north of La Fere where the 
enemy has held his positions since 
early ,in September., "the French have 
taken the village of Servais, which 
|marks the point where the wedge is 
entering the St. Uobain strong hold in 
which the Germans have almost im- 
pregnable positions. 


Pushing eastward along the Chemin 
Des Dames the French have forced tho 
enemy across the Olse-Aisne canal, and 
just to the southeast, they have cro.ss- 
ed the Aisne a little to the eastward of 
Oeuilly. 


In the Champagne sector, the forces 


of General Gouraud have swept ahead 
and occupied Termes and Urandpre 
which stand on the north bank of the 
Aire river as it winds through the 
Argonne forest. 
East of the Argonne forest, Ameri- 
can divisions have smashed their way 
ahead, taking gommerance, Chevieres 
and Marcq. This brings them nearly 
up to Grandpre. 
Further east they 
have rectified their line on each side 
of the Meuse. 


The significant feature of this- fight- 
ing is that in the Champagne, Argonne 
and Cambrai-St. Quentin sector has but 
little resistance to the advanced to the 
allied armies, east of C.tmbrui the Ger- 
mans seem to be in full flight. 
This 
too, is the case further south, where 
the French aie marching virtually un- 
impeded in the direction of Guise. 
The advance of the French near La- 
Fere and along the Aisne to the south 
of Laon seems to be quite significant. 
This part of the battle line has the 
-Strongest natural positions to be found 
anywhere along the front. 
The St. Gobain forest is almost in- 
vulnerable, While the hills north of the 
Aisne further south, lend themselves 
admirably 
to 
defensive 
operations. 
Bast of Oeuilly, where the new cioss- 
ing of the Aisne has been made, fur- 
ther ground has been gained north of 
Berry Au Bac, in the Champagne and 
Argonne sectors, the Kriemhild line, 
built by the Germans by long la'oor to 
be the ultimate defense of the region, 
appears to broken and the Americans 
and French are storming through it 
on each side of the Argonne forest. 
In the event that the Germans are 
trying to reach one of their lines on 
the Belgian frontier, this sector- may 
be one where the stiongest fighting 
may develop. An advance of 10 to 15 
miles along the Meuse would bring the 
Americans and French near the prin 
cipal railroad artery leading from Ger- 
many into northern France. If this 
road can be cut, or even brought under 
aitillery fire, the enemy might be 
placed Jia a_ critical situation.
